« Kind Editor of the Institute Gazette, —Your éxcellent article, 

fall of sincerity and friendship, concerning the education of 

the women of Hindoostan, published in your paper No. 87, of 

the 10th of September, 1869, 'I have perused with deep inter- 
est. To my thinking, a more truthfal and appropriate arti- 
cle on the subject of female education in India could :not have 
been printed; it touches upon, and points out, the real difficulties 
attending the measure in Hindoostan. The points requiring 
attention in India, are duly considered in England ;‘and, while 
the: desire is’ to impart a good, moral, and religious. education 
; to females, due regard is paid to the manners and customs of 
their ‘country, and measures adopted to’ keep them from the 

‘society of low.and ill-conduacted females, If all these ‘points 

aré not duly regarded ‘in Hi ndoostan, the system of female 

‘education, as mentioned- in -your article, will doubtless’ fail. 

You think‘that ‘the Government -of India will. not aid‘in the 

‘education of females—and, perhaps, you may ‘be near]: ¥- correct; 
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bat after i¢ comes your sorrowful rehatti that, unless the Gov- 
ernment assists, there need be no hope of success. Does not 
this remark shame all: Hindeostan? ,Does it not compare all 
Hindoostan to a herd of cattle? Hear this: in London 
there are thousands of schools and colleges; many universi- 
ties, : asagmblios for great, lectures, excellent elpbs,- rand ‘gugh 
measures of public reform, that the mere sight of them and 
their daily expenses are astonishing.’ With these the Gov- i 
ernment has nothing tq do; nor does: one farthing ef the Gov- 
ernment money assist in keeping them. yp. Government 
does not interfere 1 in these, except to promote them and sanc- 
&., &o. ‘The writer proceeds to say, 
“what a atrange thing it is thatthe people.of India,should 
think that if Government does not aid in the education of the 
daughters of .Hindoostan the measure will not prave success- 
ful, ‘Fhe people of England, when they learn that. Hindoo- 
stanees are desirous of promoting the welfare, of their females, 
by educating and purifying them, &e., &o,, but all on the part 
of Government, they will look upon the-thing as. one of. the 
wonders of the world, and: express their astonishment thus : 
¢ yes, yes; the people of Hindoostan are like uncivilized ani- 
imals—they: ought to-be driven with a whip!?” The writer 
goes on to remark that in all colleges.in England aneieat 
religious prejudices exist, and are respected; and he again, 
enquires, what prevents the Hindoos and Mussulmans. from 
adopting’ measures of female education without the assistance 
of Government, by teaching each one the precepts of his, creed ? 
He declares that there is nothing to prevent this:and._ a, great 
deal more, except the want of ambition and will to.do.it : “it ig, 
therefore, hoped that for the good of the country you will not 
depend upon others, but advise your countrymen to exert 
themselves in these matters; and, be, sure.of this, that: until the 
people of a country look to. their: country’s. good, they, will] 
never be prosperous or respected. ‘You ask me to. write about 
the poorshouses of England.

Let 
the Hindoostanee be ever so anxious to obtain knowledge, if 
he is once spurned -he will not attempt to pass a second 
examination. In truth, the B. A. examination, which can only 
be obtained by passing in Calcutta, is of no use; and we do not 
know what objection the University have to make over the exa- 
mination papers to the officers of the Educational Department, 
especially as examinations take . place -in- every large city,’ 
&e., &c. The writer again alludes to the impossibility of 
students journeying from .one place to another upon-slender 
means, besides.their. studies. being much interrupted ; and he 
suggests that as there are colleges at Benares, Delhi, and 
Lahore, B..
